Lord Cromer’s Report covere such a vast 
fiald that it is impossible for us to deal with 
the many subjects of economics, finance, adwi- 
nistration, and work of the Ministries in one 
snort article.

Investors mast neither 
assome that all Ezyptian undertakings are 
based on an unsourad foundation, nor 
must they ron to the opposite extreme of 
jadging them all as sound concerns, ‘Caveat 
emptor” is a sound motto, and no Govern- 
ment can wholly protect a t can 
absorb mach’ capital, can be safely - 
and profitably employed in Hevelbpaent of 
land and in other ways, bat the compAcy . 
promoter is as unscropolous as he is abiquitous, 
and if he mislead the unwary by garbled 
quotations from Lord Cromer’s Report, the 
victim has himself alone to blame. Encourage: 
ment and warning are so blended that the 
timorous.and unwary will find mach for their 
guidance, and for our part we cannot see what 
more could have been said for their ‘direction.

THE SITUATION AT RAFAH. 


The sitnation at Rafah, near El Arish, may 
be summed up as follows — 

Tbe Tarks are encamped at a point fifty 
yards ‘on the Egyptian side of the frontier, 
some four miles from the coast. They number 
50 soldiers, with 3 officers and a tax collector. 

The two pillars which have slways been 
recognised by the people of El Arish as the 
boundary marks were undoubtedly removed by 
the Turks on the night of April 12. Owing no 
doubt to the fact that the frontier is populated 
only by Bedoains who cultivate the plain 
between Sheikh Zeyoud—16 miles from El 
Arish—and Gaza in places where water is.to 
be tound the news seems to have taken some 
time to reach El Arish and Cairo. 

Eleven Fgyptian telegraph poles have been 
appropriated and Tarkish poles substituted. 

The Sawarka Bedoninsof the frontier district 
complain that the Turks have stolen their 
cattle and after drivingthem away have turned 
their horses loosa on their corn fields. 

A strip of land about 800 yards in width 
lying between the recognised frontier line and 
the road running from the interior to Ain 
Rafeih, north of Refab, has been registered in 
the Sultan’s namé. It is said to produce a good 
crop. 

We gather that the attitude of the Turks 
towards‘the Egyptian delegate: was courteous 
enovogh, but that they absolutely refused to 
admit the right of Capt. Waymonth, ot H.M.S. 
Minerva, who accompanied them, to take any 
part whatever in the discussion relative to the 
violation of the frontier, on the groand that it 


"was\a purely Egyptian concern. 2 


~The so-called German mission, which arrived 
at El Arish and was sent back to Gaza, »was 

posed ot Hebrews, most of them Russian 
si, who wanted to buy land at El Arish. 
The fact thata German Jew led the party 
accounts for the extraordinary and misleading 
stories that have been spread as to the aims of 
the “mission.” In our opinion the “disguised 
German officers” or “secret agents” were sim- 
ply what they declared themeelves to be, viz., 
poor Jews looking for s good bargain in land, 
Henceforward the German agents must be 
classed with the great gan which one of onr 
contemporaries ayerred —it is trae. on Bedonin 
evidence—to haye entered Rafah behind a 
team of '18 horses. 

Rafah is 25 miles E.N.E. of El Arish and 
boasts a coaple of good wells—Ain Rafeih and 
Ain-Rafab. The boundary pillars, one of which 
bore an inscription commemorating H.H, the 
Khedive’s visit in 1897, have marked the 
frontier ‘‘min zaman,” and there seems no rea- 
gon to distrust the evidence of the “oldest 
inhabitants” cf El Arish in this particular.

THE TURKISH STANDPOINT. 


4n the course of an interview with a repre- 
Fentativeof the “Egyptian Gazette” this morning, 
H. E.@hazi Mokhtar Pacha, the Imperial Ottoman 
High Commissioner, declared that the Sablime 
Porte agreed with Lord Fitzmanrica aa regards 
the first part of his statement in the Hoose 
of Lords on Wednesday, ‘that “the Sinai pen- 
insula did not. form part of Egypt proper.” 
The Sublime Porte, however, could not agree 
with the second part of that statement, namely, 
that it remained under undisputed Egyptian 
Administration, Here the Porte differed, as 
Lord Fitzmaurice did not qualify that admini- 
stration, which is, according to the Porte, 
temporary, and subject ‘to reversion (repren- 
able) to Tarkish administration. 
_ The Ghazi farther declared that in view of 
the commercial importance which would be 
likely to accrae to Akaba as the Red Sea 
terminus of the Hedjaz Railway, it would 
obviously not be advisable to have two different 
administrations so close to one another ; but 
that Turkey had neyer’ entertained the least 
idea, - which Great Britain attributed to her, 
of nearing the Suez Canal; all she desired 
was to have more elbow room for Akaba. 

He was convinced of a pacific solation. 

As for the report of Germany supporting 
Turkey, this was totally unfounded. 


THE NATIVE ATTITUDE. * 


A correspondent writes. :— 

It is greatly to be hoped that the expression 
of opinion on the part of a native notable given 
to your Damanhonr Correspondent, and which 
appeared in Saturday’s paper, is anything but 
eptesentative of the feelings entertained by 
rthe great majotity of the Egyptian native 
population towards’ the English ‘people. But 
should this unfortunately be the case, it is, I 
think, greatly due, not as you say in your 
leading article to “the tactless bebaviour of 
two or three officers, private soldiers, or tour- 
ists,” but to the gereral want of consideration 
for native fe-lings shown by so large a number 
of English people. Europeans generally, I know, 
are quite as bad as my countrymen, but as 
they simply profit by British rule, withont 
taking part in the government of the country, 
it is only the conduct of -tlie English that 
stands so prominently in view. “We must 
show them our superiority,” said a young Eng- 
lishman to me a few days ago, and it is this 
very claim of superiority that is eo harmfal in 
its effects, as well as unjust in its conception. 
Still it is greatly to be hoped that as a body 
the fellaheen,as you remark, are “either neutral 
or actually friendly to the British Occupation.” 


‘Indeed it would be strange were it otherwise, 


for it is inconceivable that after enjoying many 
years of freedom from tyranny, and experienc- 
ingan ever‘growing prosperity they would wish 
to go back to the old misrule—or worse. Why 
should they ? Religious fanaticiem, we are told 
would be the important factor, bat there is 
certainly no reason why it should be. Even 
the suppression of slavery has been carried out 
in such a way that no interference with the 
Koran and its teachings bas taken place, while 
the ill-advised action of certain missionary 


z9alots has been promptly and effectually check- | - 


ed. A great responsibility rests at the present 
moment on the native Press. Certain papers 
have of late adopted a far more friendly. at- 
titade to the British Agent and Advisors, and 
the policy carried out by the Egyptian Go- 
vernment with their help has met with more 
cordial support than formerly. ‘They will render 
valuable service if.at the present crisis they 
do their best to strengthen the hands of the 
Egyptian Government. If they do this, and 
Egyptian officials the same firm stand. 
as they did in the recent Alexandria riot, 


when it will be remembered there was the} . 


same sense of faar of a Mohaniedan rising, 
we can all await the action of diplomacy in 
the frontier question, or in the last resort the 
clash of arms, without contemplating the possi- 
bility of so terrible an event as a collision 
between the Mohamedan and Christian popula-

AGITATION AGAINST BARTAU PACHA. 


IMPORTANT MEBRTING. 


The agitation among the’ Armenian. com- 
munity of Alexandria on the subject of 
deposing Bartau Pacha from the presidency of 
the community came to a head yesterday, 
when a mass meeting of all the representatives 
of the community was held at the Alhambra 
Theatre. The female sex had been invited to 
attend, and a large ndmber of ladies pnt in an 
appearance. Among those present were the 
leading notables among the Armenians in the 
city, with the exception of Bartan Pacha, who 
of course refrained from attending. 

Mr. Bekarian was chosen chairman, and 
opened the proceedings with a short speech. 
He declared that it was a great democratic 
victory, and that the deposition of the president 
and of the old committee was due to the 
nnited efforts of the Armenians, assisted by 
the good services of Mustapha Pacha Ibadi, 
the new Governor of Alexandris, . Miralai 
Hopkinson Bey, Commandant of the Alex: 
andria Gity Police, sand Heddaya Bey, who 
acted in @ most fair and eqvitable. manner in 
this question. The chairman then asked Mr. 
Damadian to give a concise explanation to the 
meeting of the reason why it had been con- 
vened, 

Mr.*Damadiap, who spoke for three-quar- 
ters of an hour, declared that the community 
was entirely victorious and that Bartau Pacha 
had been obliged to resign against his will, 
He described the scenes which had occurred 
at the church on the last three Sundays, and 
the interview which the Armenian representa- 
tive had had with the Governor of Alexandria. 
He’ then dealt with the destruction of the 
tablet erected by Bartau Pacha in the church 
and showed that it was broken with the 
general consent of the community, who ob- 
jected to the presence of such a tablet in 
their charch. He proposed that a new tablet 
should be erécted in its stead bearing the 
date of the destruction of the former one, 
with the words “Maintain the Constitation.” 
This proposal was greeted with great cheers 
and daring the entire speech Mr. Damadian 
was frequently applauded. He then read out 
an official letter réceived from the Bishop of 
Egypt, Monsignor Meguerditch Aghavnonni, 
addressed to the community, wherein he said 
that the preparations for the new elections 


would begin to-day (Monday). Mr. Damadian | Go 


said that the action of the Bishop was very 
welcome bat somewhat tardy. 
Daring the speech a number of telegrams 
and letters were received from the Armenian 
communities at Caito and Tantah, all strongly 
supporting ‘the present policy of the colony. 


“Mr, Damadian thanked the English advisers of 


the Khedivial Government for having given 
ear to their grievances, and ended a brilliant 
speech by calling on all his hearers to pull 
together so that the community should pre- 
serve & united front to its enemies. . 

Three representatives of the Armenians of 
Alexandria were afterwards elected by acclama- 
tion. These were Messrs. Shnorkian, Damadian, 
and Tourchondjian. The meeting then closed, 


while the Armenian Band played the Khedivial 


March. 

The agitation against Bartan Pacha began 
&@ month ago, when a lawsuit was bronght 
against the Armenian newspaper “Azad 
Pen” for having given publicity to certain 
private actions of Bartan Pacha and Mr. 
Agop Onughonrian. The newspaper was defend- 
ed by Maitre Mercinier, who made a brilliant 
speech in defence. The speech was reproduced 
in the paper and its contents were such that 
an ‘agitation was at once set on foot to 
depose Bartau Pacha.

In fact, the very 
existence and strovture of the town and 
harbour are the result of the opening of the 
Canal.

FIRST SUMMER MEBETING. 


The second day’s racing of the A.S.C. First 
Sommer Meeting, which took place on Satur. 
day under delightful weather conditions, : was 
of the most successfal description. There was-a 
large attendance of race-goers and the greatest 
animation prevailed throughout the afternoon, 
the Pari Mutuel being largely patronised. The 
greatest interest was natorally taken in the 
big event of the season, the Grand Prize of 
Alexandria of L E. 1,000, which went to Abou 
Nadars.

With snch a b'g field, however, 
it might have been anybody’s race, and al- 
thongh the winner received a good deal of 
support at the betting enclosure, Tamerlan 
Il., Suleik, Starboard Light, and Ana Revoir 
were held to have many points in their favour. 
The latter indeed looked like winning at one 
time, bat the distance was too mach for him.

The New York papers te hand are fall of 
the doings ot an alleged inhabitant of Alex- 
andria, who calls himself Baron Bavastro de 
Cortozzi and declares that hia father hes large 
estates near Alexandria.The''New York Herald” 
of Apri! 13 gives the following account of the 
case :—Baron Bavastro de Cortezzi, of Alex- 
andria, Egypt, and Arlbett Sacky, some- 
times known as “Count,” both «f whom 
were intimately acquainted with Mrs. Blanche 
Turner Dennis, who died in suspicious ciroum- 
stances on March 28 in the Hotel Marseille, 
103d street and Broadway, were separately 
interviewed by Coroner Shrady yesterday, and 
as & result a subpoena was served upon the 
Baron to appear to-day at an ir quest into Mra, 
Dennis’ death. 

Baron de Cortszzi said Sacky, whom he met 
through--(we omit the name, which is a well- 
known one in Cairo), son of a high official in 
Egypt, introduced him to Mrs. Dennis as his 
fiancée in this city last September. In Decem- 
ber Sacky and the woman went to a hotel in 
New London, Conn., and there, on Christmas 
Eve, de Cortazzi said, they had a violent 
quarrel, in which Sacky beat and kicked her. 
She and Sacky parted, but de Cortazzi was 
atterwards in frequent communication with her 
in the Hotel Marseille, and three days before 
her death, when he asked her if she supposed 
her illness was the resolt of the beating she 
had received from Sacky, she said she had not 
felt well since that time. ; 

Sacky said he had met Mrs. Dennis early in 
September, through Harry Playle, a friend of 
himeelf and of her former hosband, Major 
Hagh C. Dennis, of St. Louis. They had become 
eogaged to be married, but after the quarrel in 
New London the engagement had been broken. 
He denied that it had been broken for reasons 
that he could not be forced to disclose. 

“She suffered enough,” he added, “and now 
she is dead. After December 25 I did not have 
any communication with her, and I am not 
responsible for anything that occurred after 
that. A wealthy man in New York is implica- 
ted in the case. I know who heis, but I will 
not divalge bis name.”
